Vespucci claims 
to have accompanied four voyages to the new 
world. of each of which he wrote an account.

“at the end of 27 days came upon a coast which 
we thought to be that of a continent.” If this 
expedition is authentic reached the 
coast a week or two earlier than the Cabots and 
14 months ahead of Columbus. In Winsor’s 
History of America we read that the evidence 
is strong to show that Vespucci was in Seville 
at the time of this alleged voyage, busy fitting 
out the expedition which took Columbus to the 
mainland in 1498, 

It was really a German professor of 
geography, named Waldseemuller, who chris- 
tened this continent America. He had read Ves- 
pucci’s account of his voyages and in the year 
1507 he printed a little book in Latin (hence the 
Latinized form of Vespucci’s name) on the press 
of the college of St. Die, a village now in east- 
ern Fgance. He named the book “An Introduce 
tion to Geography.” Montgomery of it, 
“It consisted only of a few pages and might 
easily be rolled up and carried in one’s pocket.” 
Yet it contained one sentence of lasting inter 
est It reads: “And the fourth of the
